Those who attended the 1947 International will never forget the moment when 
Judge A. D. Weber slapped his hand upon Kelburn Banker Royal, the extremely 
popular summer yearling from Canada, and made him the International grand 
champion. Neither will they forget the thrilling moments as he sold through the 
International sale, falling to the $9,100 bid of Alfred Miller, LoMar Farms, and Dr. 
A. H. Weiland, Elmcrest Farms. Largely on the strength of his popularity, 18 half 
brothers to Kelburn Banker Royal averaged $1,740 in the first Kelburn sale the 
following September. 


The best part of the story lies in his record as a sire, a record that even the most 
critical will not dispute. In the great Elmcrest and LoMar herds, he stamped a 
potent pattern known for their great heads, tremendous thickness, deep quarters, 
depth and fleshing. His many sons that have gone forward from these herds have 
continued the pattern. Parts of this record are discussed elsewhere in this catalog. 


We will not attempt to guess at the thousands of dollars of his get that have been t 
sold . . . one of the first calves paid for LoMar’s entire interest. What does concern 
us is the inventory of his very best daughters that are today in the LoMar herd and 
will be sold in this dispersion. Whenever daughters of Kelburn Banker Royal have 
been sold, they have given a good account of themselves. Those who will draw from 
this treasure chest of 21 great producing young cows by him, will be starting families 
in their own herds, the influence of which will be felt for generations.

Cromleybank Ben Lomond 


It was no easy matter to find a sire that could follow Kelburn Banker Royal. 
Cromleybank Ben Lomond was one of the most popular bulls ever to pass through 
the Mathers sale, where he was purchased for $5,000 by LoMar Farms and Thorp 
Metz, Williamsville, Illinois. Possessing a perfect head, low set, level, thick and 
| see mcs further locked into LoMar productions the beef type that is the 
goal of us all. 


He possesses one of the most interesting pedigrees ever developed by Scotland’s 
master breeder, A. J. Marshall. At the top are two crosses each of the great sires, 
Cruggleton Perfect and Cruggleton Willingdon. The first six dams are sired by 
Cruggleton Prince Bob, Cruggleton Willingdon, Cruggleton Perfect, Cruggleton Prince 
Favourite, Cruggleton Essander, and Collynie Royal Leader. Every one of these 
bulls was considered one of the best sires of his day. His dam is considered to be 
possibly the best cow ever sold by A. J. Marshall. 


Despite the fact that he is still a young bull, and that LoMar has consistently 
offered some of his daughters at auction, they have twenty-three beautiful young 
daughters in the herd today. Many of them are out of Kelburn Banker Royal dams. 


The reason there are not more bred heifers in this sale is that twelve LoMar bred 

yearling and two-year-old heifers were sold in the Metz Invitational sale last Novem-

LoMar is a family proposition. Grace Miller, not only has an interest as a wife, Dut is an 
actual partner in the business. There is no more enthusiastic worker in Illinois. Here she is shown 
in the Illinois Shorthorn and Polled Shorthorn booth at the Illinois State Fair... a project which she 
organized. .

The decision to disperse the LoMar herd was reached after many months of 
deliberation. Our Shorthorns have been prolific and we have never had any difficulty 
selling them at good prices. However, here on Haylands Farm, we operate a large 
level acreage, and with the exception of a few acres, practically all of it could be 
cultivated. We have always had the finest relations with our landlord, Stewart 
Brown, who, also is very interested in the herd, but for several years, because the 
land could be cultivated, the owners of the land have felt that they should charge the 
same rental for our pasture lands, as we pay for the land under cultivation. It is 
impossible to operate a beef cattle herd, when the cost of pasture throws the entire 
production cost out of balance. Thus, until we are able to acquire pasture, we must 
go out of the Shorthorn business. To add to our troubles, in 1956 our main barn 
burned to the ground and there are no plans to build adequate storage. 


We feel sincerely our departure from the Shorthorn business will be of short 
duration. However, to us, a dispersion, that is not truly a complete dispersion, is 
really nothing more than an ordinary sale. Thus, we are selling every animal we 
own. 


Down through the years, I believe we have been skillful enough to acquire the 
right females, keep the right females, and, as can easily be seen from the catalog, 
practically all of our herd traces to several outstanding cows. We have never bought 
herd bulls with the dollar sign in mind. We found, early, that the better bull we 
acquired, the more profitable our business became. 


Naturally we are hoping for a good sale, but we are just as interested in seeing 
these daughters of Kelburn Banker Royal and Cromleybank Ben Lomond fall into 
hands that will use them properly. We are certain that wherever they go, they will 
be considered among the top producers.
